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MARKET  REVIEW 


Actions  announced  on  August  1  and  2  increased  I960  quotas  and  non- 
quota purchase  authorizations  by  a  total  of  185,164  short  tons,  raw- 
value,  from  the  levels  prevailing  at  the  time  of  the  preceding  review. 
Within  the  new  total  requirements  of  10,400,000  tons,  235,900  tons 
were  not  apportioned  and  321,857  tons  apportioned  to  the  Dominican 
Republic  were  not  authorized  for  purchase  up  to  August  25.  The  total 
of  quotas  and  non-quota  pur  chase  authorizations  amounted  to  9,  842,  243 
tons  compared  with  total  initial  I960  quotas  of  9,400,000  tons  which 
were  first  amended  by  other  actions  on  July  6. 

The  August  increases  in  quotas  and  non-quota  purchase  authorizations 
included  increases  in  direct-consumption  limits  totalling  15,069  tons. 
Thus  the  net  increase  in  availability  of  raw  sugar  to  Atlantic  and  Gulf 
refiners  is  at  least  170,095  tons.  Quotas  for  domestic  areas  were  un- 
changed, except  for  increases  of  1,407  and  6,097  tons  inthedirect 
consumption  limits  for  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico,  respectively. 

The  New  York  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  in  bags,  duty  added,  was  6.40 
cents  per  pound  from  August  5  through  August  22,  having  declined  grad- 
ually, July  22  -  August  4,  from  the  6.70  cents  three  day  high  for  the 
year.  For  August  23  through  25  the  spot  price  was  6.55  cents.  No 
refined  price  changes  have  been  announced  since  the  wave  of  increases 
effective  in  July  reported  in  detail  in  the  July  review. 

Refiners'  stocks  of  765,000  tons  on  July  31,  I960  were  more  than 
100,000  tons  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  despite  July  deliveries  about 
100,000  tons  larger  than  in  1959.  In  August  new  authorizations  were 
issued  for  entry  of  specific  cargoe s  of  offshore  raw  sugar  at  about  the 
same  rate  as  that  of  refiners 1  distribution  during  the  first  two  weeks  of 
the  month,  indicating  maintenance  of  the  high  stocks  level. 

Sugar  deliveries  by  primary  distributors  in  I960  through  July  totaled 
about  5,431,000  tons,  exceeding  those  of  1959  by  about  257,000  tons. 
Refiners,  alone,  accounted  for  226,000  tons  of  the  excess  over  the 
1959  rate.  Distribution  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  August  was 
about  80  ,  000  tons  smaller  than  a  year  ago,  of  which  50  ,  000  tons  applied 
to  refiners'  deliveries.  Beet  sugar  deliveries  for  the  year  through  the 
first  three  weeks  of  August  were  about  60,000  tons  greater  than  to  the 
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comparable -a  eek- end  in  1959  after  having  been  ahead  of  19  59  deliveries 
by  75,000  tons  at  the  end  of  July. 

In  the  first  seven  months  of  I960  importers*  deliveries  were  about 
50,000  tons  smaller  than  for  the  same  months  of  1959-  Stocks  held  by 
importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  at  the  end  of  July  I960  were 
about  40,000  tons  less  than  for  that  date  last  year.  However,  receipts 
during  August-December  I960  are  expected  to  be  80,000  tons  more 
than  for  the  same  period  last  year  and  consequently  40,000  tons  more 
would  be  available  for  delivery  during  the  last  five  months  of  I960  than 
a  year  earlier.  About  10,000  tons  of  this  additional  availability  is  Phil- 
ippine direct  consumption  sugar  that  is  customarily  distributed  on  the 
West  Coast. 

The  spot  prices  for  world  raw  sugar  for  the  last  market  day  in  July 
and  the  first  two  in  August  were  3.40  cents,  a  level  not  attained  since 
January  2  and  5,  1959-  In  the  interval,  monthly  averages  had  ranged 
between  2.66  and  3.11  cents  except  for  January  19  59  (3.26  cents)  and 
July  I960  (3.25  cents).  Beginning  August  3  the  price  slowly  declined 
reaching  3.28  cents  on  August  17,  where  it  remained  through  August 
24.  On  August  25  it  was  3.26  cents.  The  quotation  for  October  futures 
was  3.02  cents  on  August  22  while  the  March  1961  contract  quotation 
was  3.05  cents . 

By  August  3,  the  spot  price  for  world  sugar  had  remained  at  and  above 
3.25  cents  f.a.s.  Cuba  for  the  required  17  days,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  International  Sugar  Council,  the 
quotas  were  increased  as  of  August  3  to  105  percent  of  basic  export 
tonnages.  As  a  result,  available  supplies  were  increased  by  326,600 
metric  tons.  A  major  portion  of  the  increase  goes  to  Cuba  and  makes 
more  attainable  their  announced  intention  to  sell  all  stocks  in  I960, 
except  the  obligatory  reserve  under  the  International  Sugar  Agreement 
of  about  290,000  metric  tons.  If  the  prevailing  price  falls  below  3.25 
cents  for  the  required  17  consecutive  days,  the  quotas  would  be  auto- 
matically cut  2-1/2  percent  and  the  Council  required  to  meet  in  7  days 
to  consider  whether  a  further  cut  is  desirable. 

The  optimistic  reports  on  the  condition  of  sugar  beets  in  Europe  con- 
tinue.  In  fact  expectations  of  larger  sugar  crops  extend  to  all  parts  of 
the  world  except  Argentina.  Several  cane  producing  countries  left  uncut 
cane  in  the  field  at  the  end  of  the  last  processing  season,  as  has  been 
true  for  several  years,  adding  to  the  possibilities  for  increasing  1961 
harvests . 
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ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  SUGAR  SUPPLIES  -- 
Continuation  of  Sequence  following  Sugar  Act 
 Arnendrpent  of  July  6,  I960  

Amendment  to  the  Sugar  Act,  Proclamation  by  the  President,  and  sub- 
sequent actions  relating  to  sugar  supplies  through  July  21,  I960  are 
covered  in  the  July  I960  issue  of  SUGAR  REPORTS,  No.  99. 

Since  then  two  such  actions  have  been  taken: 

August  1 ,  I960  --  Increase  in  I960  total  Sugar  Requirements  to 
10,400,000  short  tons,  raw  value;  Federal  Register  August  5,  I960. 

August  2,  I960  --  Increases  Authorized  Quantity  of  Non-Quota  Sugar 
Purchases;  Federal  Register  August  5,  I960. 

Press  releases  announcing  these  actions,  together  with  two  tables 
detailing  the  progression  of  I960  sugar  quota  and  non-quota  purchase 
quantities  from  initial  quotas  effective  January  through  the  announce- 
ment of  August  2  follow: 

A.  Increase  in  Determination  of  Total  Sugar  Requirements  (August  1, 
I960) 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  an  increase  of 
400,000  tons  in  the  estimate  of  total  sugar,  requirements  for  I960, 
from  10  million  to  10  .4  million  tons  . 

The  Statement  of  Bases  and  Considerations  for  this  action  follows: 

"Sugar  refiner  s  in  the  northeast  on  July  22  announced  a  price  increase 
to  become  effective  immediately ,  which  raised  wholesale  refined  sugar 
prices  from  9.40  to  9.70  cents  per  pound.  This  action  followed  an 
announcement  on  July  15  which  raised  the  price  from  9.20  to  9.40 
cents  per  pound  effective  as  of  July  5. 

"Increases  also  have  been  announced  for  refined  sugar  in  other  mar- 
keting areas    The  price  in  New  York  is  now  at  the  highest  level  since 
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1923.  A  substantial  quantity  of  raw  sugar  estimated  at  about  200,000 
tons  was  purchased  by  refiners  between  July  23  and  July  27  at  prices 
ranging  between  6.6  5  and  6. 75  cents  per  pound.  This  represents  the 
highest  price  for  raw  sugar  since  June  1951  and  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  days,  it,  too,  is  the  highest  price  since  1923. 

"On  July  15,  the  determination  of  consumers'  sugar  requirements  was 
increased  from  9.6  million  to  10  million  tons  and  in  a  July  21  action, 
an  additional  617,385  tons  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar  was  allocated 
to  17  countries,  making  the  total  of  such  sugar  now  available  and  allo- 
cated 754,619  tons. 

'Apparently,  the  demand  for  sugar  has  accelerated  to  the  point  where 
supplies  can  be  obtained  only  at  increasing  prices.  Accordingly,  to 
protect  the  welfare  of  consumers,  the  determination  of  consumers' 
sugar  requirements  is  hereby  increased  to  10.4  million  tons." 

The  new  quotas  and  quantities  that  may  be  brought  in  for  direct  con- 
sumption are  shown  in  the  following  table:

B.  Increases  Authorized  Quantity  of  Non-Quota  Sugar  Purchases 
(August  2,  I960) 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  today  that  the  Secre- 
tary, with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  has  authorized 
the  purchase  of  an  additional  123,524  tons  of  non-quota  sugar  from  3 
countries  during  I960.  On  July  14  and  July  21,  I960  (press  releases 
USDA  2033-60,2111-60),  the  USDA  authorized  purchases  totaling 
754,619  tons  of  non-quota  sugar  from  17  countries.  With  today's  in- 
crease, a  total  of  878,  143  tons  of  non-quota  sugar  has  been  authorized 
for  purchase  during  I960. 

The  "Statement  of  Findings  and  Bases  and  Considerations"  for  today's 
action  follows: 

"Pursuant  to  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  further  amended 
by  P.L.  86-592,  approved  July  6,  I960,  the  President's  Proclamation 
3355  (25  F.R.  6414)  the  purchase  of  754,619  short  tons,  raw  value,  of 
non-quota  purchase  sugar  from  other  foreign  countries  has  been  au- 
thorized (25  F.R.  6873,  7091). 
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"Sugar  Regulation  811,  Amendment  4  (25  F.R.  )  increased  the  deter- 
mination of  consumers'  sugar  requirements  to  10,400,000  short  tons, 
raw  value.  The  quantity  of  non-quota  sugar  which  may  now  be  author- 
ized for  purchase  under  Sec.  408(b)  and  the  President's  Proclama- 
tion is  1,435,900  short  tons,  raw  value. 

"It  is  hereby  found  that  the  quantity  of  sugar  / non-quota7  authorized 
for  purchase  should  be  increased  at  this  time  from  754,  6 19  short  tons, 
raw  value,  to  878,  143  short  tons,  raw  value. 

"Of  this  latter  amount,  a  total  of  51,479  short  tons,  raw  value ,  has 
been  authorized  for  purchase  from  Haiti,  Netherlands,  China,  Panama 
and  Costa  Rica  under  subparagraphs  (i)  and  (iii)  of  Sec  .  408(b)(2).  A 
quantity  of  176,426  short  tons,  raw  value,  has  been  authorized  for  pur- 
chase from  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  under  subparagraph  (ii)  of 
Sec.  408  (b)(2).  A  quantity  of  445,332  short  tons,  raw  value,  from 
countries  for  which  quotas  have  been  established  under  Sec.  202(c)  of 
the  Act  has  been  authorized  for  purchase  under  subparagraph  (iii)  of 
Sec.  408  (b)(2).  The  quantities  for  each  of  the  latter  group  of  coun- 
tries have  been  established  pro  rata  to  the  quotas  for  such  countries 
under  Sec  .  202(c)  of  the  Act  to  the  extent  of  the  abilitv  of  each  such 
country  to  supply  sugar.  The  proviso  in  subparagraph  (iii)  of  Sec.  408 
(b)(2)  authorizes  the  purchase  of  additional  sugar  without  rggctrd  to 
allocations  provided  for  in  subparagraphs  (i) ,  (ii)  and  (iii)  of  that  sec- 
tion if  additional  amounts  of  sugar  are  required.  Pursuant  to  that  pro- 
viso, additional  quantities  have  been  authorized  for  purchase  from  the 
following  countries  in  the  amounts  shown:  British  West  Indies  and 
British  Guiana  92 ,  559 ,  short  tons,  raw  value;  Brazil  100,347;  El 
Salvador  6,000;  and  Guatemala  6,000.  Not  authorized  for  purchase  at 
this  time  is  the  Dominican  Republic  apportionment  under  subpara- 
graph (iii)  of  Sec.  408(b)(2)  of  321,857  short  tons,  raw  value,  and  the 
remaining  235,900  short  tons,  raw  value,  which  has  not  been  appor- 
tioned . 

"The  regulation  can  be  amended  from  time  to  time  to  increase  or  de- 
crease the  quantities  of  sugar  authorized  for  purchase  from  any  of  the 
countries  named  if  it  later  appears  that  supplies  from  any  country  will 
not  be  forthcoming  in  a  manner  that  meets  the  requirements  of  this 
market . 

"Raw  sugar  is  not  reasonably  available  in  sufficient  quantity  to  supply 
our  requirements  during  the  summer  months.  Accordingly,  sugar  test- 
ing in  excess  of  99  degrees  polarization  may  be  authorized  for  purchase 
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for  arrival  in  the  United  States  prior  to  September  30  from  certain 
countries  specified  in  §  818.4  provided  that  such  sugar  (except  refin- 
ed beet  sugar  from  the  Netherlands)  in  excess  of  2,000  tons  from  any- 
such  specified  country  is  to  be  further  refined  or  improved  in  quality 
in  the  United  States  . 

"To  permit  such  non-quota  purchase  sugar  to  be  marketed  in  an  orderly 
manner  it  is  essential  that  this  regulation  be  made  effective  imme- 
diately. Therefore,  it  is  hereby  determined  and  found  that  compliance 
with  the  notice,  procedure,  and  effective  date  requirements  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Procedure  Act  is  unnecessary,  impracticable  and  con- 
trary to  the  public  interest,  and  these  amendments  to  the  regulations 
shall  become  effective  when  published  in  the  Federal  Register." 

The  countries  from  which  non-quota  sugar  may  be  purchased  and  the 
quantity  authorized  from  each  are  shown  in  the  following  table,  with 
the  increases  over  the  July  21  authorization  shown  in  parenthesis:

Non-quota  purchase  sugar  is  limited  to  raw  sugar  except  that  sugar 
testing  in  excess  of  99  degrees  polarization  is  authorized  for  impor- 
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tation  into  the  United  States  prior  to  Sept.  30  from  Mexico.  Nicaragua, 
Panama,  Costa  Rica,  Netherlands,  Canada,  United  Kingdom,  Belgium 
and  Hong  Kong,  within  the  quantities  established  above  for  such  coun- 
tries, provided  that  such  sugar  (except  refined  beet  sugar  from  the 
Netherlands)  in  excess  of  2,000  tons  from  any  such  country  is  to  be 
further  refined  or  improved  in  quality  in  the  United  States.

I960  eased  to   make  acreages   unused  in  some  states 

available  to  cover  overplantings  in  other  states, 
including  fall  plantings  in  California .  (See  August

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PRIMARY  DISTRIBUTION  OF  SUGAR  IN  PACKAGES  AND  BULK 
GRANULATED  AND  LIQUID,  1957-1959  


Beginning  January  1,  1957  the  Department  has  received  reports  from 
primary  distributors  of  their  deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar  by 
regions  .  Comparable  data  for  liquid  sugar  have  been  reported  for  a 
longer  period  together  with  a  breakdown  by  type  of  buyer  which  is  not 
available  for  bulk  granulated  deliveries.  The  quantities  delivered  in 
bulk,  liquid  and  packaged  form  by  regions  and  type  of  sugar  are  shown 
for  each  of  the  three  years  in  Table  3  and  by  quarters  during  1959  in 
Table  4.  A  variety  of  percentage  distributions  of  the  data  are  shown  in 
Figure  1  and  in  Tables  5  and  6  . 

Deliveries  of  sugar  in  packages  of  less  than  50  pounds  are  designated 
in  this  presentation  as  consumer  size  packages  with  all  deliveries  in 
packages  of  50  pounds  and  over  characterized  as  deliveries  for  indus- 
trial use.  This  method  places  in  the  latter  category  substantially  more 
sugar  than  is  accounted  for  as  direct  deliveries  to  industrial  use. 

Increases  in  deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  and  liquid  sugar  between 
1957  and  19  59  exceeded  the  increase  in  total  deliveries  to  industrial 
and  institutional  users  and  deliveries  to  them  of  packaged  sugar  de- 
creased. Packaged  deliveries  to  these  users  were  smaller  in  all  regions 
(as  were  total  industrial  and  institutional  deliveries  in  the  Middle 
Atlantic  and  Southern  States).  For  the  United  States  the  decrease  was 
9  percent.  Packaged  cane  sugar  deliveries  were  down  10  percent  and 
those  of  beet  sugar  were  7  percent  lower  in  1959  than  in  1957. 

In  terms  of  percentages  of  total  deliveries  to  industrial  and  institutional 
users  as  shown  in  Figure  1,  bulk  sugar  deliveries,  granulated  and 
liquid,  have  increased  in  all  regions  with  a  consequent  decrease  in 
deliveries  of  packaged  sugar.  This  was  true  of  both  beet  and  cane  sugar 
deliveries  during  this  period.  The  South  and  North  Central  regions  had 
the  greatest  increases  in  bulk  granulated  and  liquid  sugar  deliveries 
during  these  years  when  expressed  in  percent  of  total  industrial  and 
institutional  deliveries.  Because  of  an  earlier  lag  in  this  develop- 
ment, however,  the  industrial  and  institutional  users  still  received  in 
packages  78  percent  of  their  total  in  the  South  and  67  percent  in  the 
North  Central  states.  In  the  West,  where  bulk  and  liquid  movement 
has  developed  most  fully,  package  deliveries  made  up  only  40 .  3  per- 
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cent  of  the  industrial  and  institutional  total  in  1959 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar  in  1959  were  50  percent  above 
those  of  1957  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole.  The  percentage  increase 
of  bulk  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  was  slightly  higher  than  of  cane  sugar 
deliveries.  Bulk  granulated  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  increased  sharply 
in  1958  over  those  of  1957  while  cane  sugar  deliveries  had  a  larger 
increase  from  1958  to  1959-  R egionally  the  highest  percentage  increase 
has  been  in  the  South  but  the  North  Central  states  had  the  largest  in- 
crease in  volume  and  the  next  highest  percentage  increase. 

Liquid  sugar  deliveries  increased  at  half  the  rate  for  bulk  granulated* 
being  25  percent  larger  in  1959  than  in  1957.  The  quantitative  increases 
were  about  5 . 0  million  hundredweights  for  liquid  sugar  and  6.4  million 
for  bulk.  Liquid  beet  sugar  deliveries  were  up  42  percent  and  those  of 
cane  sugar  21.5  percent  greater  in  1959  than  those  of  1957.  The  North 
Central  region  had  the  largest  percentage  increase  (72  percent)  as  well 
as  the  greatest  inc rease  in  volume.  Liquid  sugar  deliveries  to  the  South 
were  next  highest  in  percentage  increase  (57  percent)  and  in  volume  as 
well . 

Liquid  sugar  accounted  for  nearly  10  percent  of  industrial  and  insti- 
tutional deliveries  as  early  as  1949.  Through  1954  liquid  deliveries 
grew  rapidly,  attaining  about  17.4  percent  of  total  industrial  and  insti- 
tutional deliveries  in  that  year.  The  Census  of  Manufactures  for  1954, 
which  provides  tne  earliest  data  on  bulk  granulated  deliveries,  showed 
them  equal  to  about  5.5  percent  of  the  same  total.  The  following  three 
years  show  less  than  2  percentage  points  increase  in  liquid  deliveries 
while  the  bulk  granulated  movement  was  developing  rapidly  to  account 
for  12  percent  in  1957.  Since  then  both  methods  of  delivery  have  in- 
creased at  substantial  rates  reflecting  the  addition  of  bulk  handling 
and  liquifying  plants  by  refiners  and  beet  processor  s  and  the  adaptation 
of  methods  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing  range  of  customers.

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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  July  I960  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
1,0  52,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  165,000  from  July 

1959,  and  up  83,000  tons  from  June  I960.  Deliveries  January-July 

1960,  5,431,000  shorttons,  raw  value  (preliminary) , up  257,000  tons, 
or  5.0  percent  from  same  1959  period.  Final  data  for  June  I960  deliv- 
eries, 969,000  tons  --  same  as  the  previously  published  preliminary 
data . 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  July  29,  I960  were  1,395,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  113,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier, 
and  down  321,  000  tons  from  end  June  I960  .  During  July  stocks  of  each 
type  of  primary  distributor  decreased  --  refiners  by  54,000  tons  (but 
were  still  102,000  tons  larger  than  a  year  ago),  beet  processors  by 
254,000  tons,  importers  of  direct-consumption  sugar  by  9,000  tons, 
and  mainland  sugarcane  processors  by  about  4,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  through  August  12,  I960  were  6,384.000  short 
tons,  rav  value.  In  addition  878,000  tons  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar 
had  been  authorized  for  purchase  of  which  about  84,000  tons  had  been 
authorized  for  entry. 

4.  Regionally,  January- June  I960  sugar  deliveries  were  1 . 7  to  5.7 
percent  larger  than  during  the  same  1959  period  except  to  the  Western 
states  they  were  4.5  smaller.  Second  quarter  I960  deliveries  to  the 
New  England  region  were  5.0  percent  larger  than  during  second  quar- 
ter 1959,  and  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  1.6  percent  larger;  to  the 
Southern  region  sugar  deliveries  were  about  the  same  as  during  the 
same  1959  period  and  to  the  North  Central  and  Western  regions  they 
were  approximately  2.5  percent  smaller.
